In exfcicibe of the powers conferred on him by suli-aection (1) of section 22 
of the Ajmer Rural Boaida Regulation, 1880 (VI of iBffO) the Chief Commissioner 
14 pleased to make the following a nendments in the rules published in Chief 
Commisaloner’s Notification No. bl3—680, dated the 28th May, 1887 and 
No 4/1/50 LSG, dated the 19th June 1851 In ao fai us they apply to the District 
Boaid, Ajmer — 

(1) Rule LIV of the rules published under Chief Comrmasioner’s Notification 
No 613'586, dated the 28th May, 1887 is hereby cancelled 

(uj For the existing rule LII of the rules published under Chief Com^ 
missioner’s Notification No 613-986, dated the 28th May, 1887 the following shall 
tie substituted — 

'LlI(l) The Chairman of the Dlstiict Board, ehall be either appointed by the 
Cliiet Commissioner or elected by the Board at a special meeting 

Piovided further that m the case of a nominated Chau man, the Chief Corn- 
inlssionei may appoint any Government servant an ex-offlcio Chaiiman oi any 
other person whom, ho thinks a fit person to bo nominated as a chaiiman 

(2) The Vice-Chaiiman of the District Boaid ehall be elected ^ the Board 
at R special meeting and shall be a peison who Is a member of the Board. 

(3) The icim oi oftice of u chan man, not being a Chairman nominated under 
Sub-iule (1) who at the time of his election oi nomination as such, is a member, 
fehall be the residue of the teim of his office as member 
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f4'i The term of office in the case of an elected. Chairman, who is not a 
member of the Board, shall commence from i-hs date he is elected and shall omc 
to an end on the expiry of the life of the Boai d to which he is elected as Chairman, 

(5) The term of office of a Chairman nc minatdd under Sub-rule (1) shall 
continue lurir g the pleasure of the authcri-y nominating him, but shall not 
exceed 3 jears,^' 

(hi) P;r tl e exi;Ling rule 36 of the rule published under the Chief Com- 
missicner’j No iflcatii n No. 4/1/50-LSG, datto the 19th Jure, 1961, tl,e following 
shall oe subst tuted; — 

“35, (1) Sa c as lerelnafter provided in Iris rule the term of office of en 
elected oi non inatec me nher shall be tni'oe ears and sha 1 commenie from the 
date of t!iG n itifleal on of his election or i inmation, as the case may be, oi' 
from such later date, if any, as may be .specii.ed therein oi when the election or 
nomination has been notified before .the vacancy occurs: 

Provided further that the term of office of a member el'-riej upon an elcclioi' * 
being declared void, or elected or nominated to fill e casual vacanty occurriiu 
by reason of death, resign.ation or removal or otherwhe, shall commence from 
Ihe date uf the notllicalion ot hit: election or nomination, as the case may 
he, or from such later date, if any, as may he specified therein, and shall be the 
period for which the person who.se election has been declared void or the member 
whose place he fills, a.s the case may he, would at such date, have been entitled, 
in the ordinary counse of events, to retain office if tlie election had not been 
declared void, or the vacancy had not occurred. 

Noihwithslanding anything hereinbefore contained, the Chief Commissioner 
may, al any time, for the purpose of effecting any change in the composition 
ol the Board, specify bv notification a date on which the members or any ot 
them shall cease to hold office; and, in such case, the period of office of the 
members concerned shall he extended or curtailed, a.s the case may be, so as to 
expire on the .said date. 

.36. (ii) A person ceasing to be a member by reason of the expiry of his term 
of office shall if otherwise qualified, be eligible for re-election or renomination." 

(iv) If any rule under sul»-sectii»n (1) of Soctien 22 of the Ajmer Rural Boards 
Regulation 188(1 (vi of 1880), already in force is repugnant to any rule and/or 
I'Ulec contained in this Notification, the lat>>r rule and/or Rule.s shall prevail 
and (he former rule shall t* the extent of I’'- repugnancy, be void.
